DETAILED ACTION 

Due to an inadvertent oversight with regard to the version of the claims 
presented for restriction in the last Office Action, the previous Office Action dated 16 
May 2007 has been vacated and the time period for response has been reset.

Group I, claim(s) 36-47,50-54, 57, drawn to methods of diagnosing pregnancy-related 
complications comprising providing PP13-responding cells having a membrane and 
further comprising differential diagnosis. 

Group II, claim(s) 48-49 and 55-56, drawn to kits for diagnosing pregnancy 
complications comprising PP13 standards, various dyes, fatty acid standards, and 
developing reagents.. 

Group III, claim(s) 58-61, drawn to a method of diagnosing pregnancy complications 
comprising providing a phospholipid suspension, and measuring production of 
prostaglandins. 



Group IV, claim 62, drawn to an apparatus comprising a measuring unit and a control 
unit to measure modifications in permeability of the membrane of PP13-responding 
cells. 



The inventions listed as Groups l-ll and Groups lll-IV do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they 
lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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For an invention, Applicant is allowed to have claims to one product, a method of 
making that product, and a method of using that product.
